25 -y ear-o ld fire in su ran ce 
rate 
cases. 
Th e amo u n t so u gh t bv Atto rn ey 
Gen eral Dalto n is n o w imo o u n d ed 
in th e Un ited States District Co u rt 
in Kan sas City . Th e 
a tto rn ey gen ­ 
eral o n Octo ber 21 wo n circu it 
co u rt d ecrees in 117 o th er cases 
amo u n tin g to $6 03,000 in u n d is­ 
tribu ted p remiu ms d u e 
p o licy - 
h o Mers, p lu s earn ed in terest. 
It is estimated th e amo u n t to 
be reco v ered in th e first 117 cas­ 
es, an d th e 21 n ew su its, will to ­ 
tal mo re th an $900,000. 
Sin ce Dalto n became 
atto rn ey 
gen eral in 195 3 h e h as been wo rk­ 
in g o n th e cases to reco v er th e 
imp o u n d ed mo n ey fo r th e state. 
J. C. Tru man , clerk fo r th e Un it­ 
ed States District Co u rt, is cu sto ­ 
d ian o f th e fu n d s. 
Th e atto rn ey gen eral’s first sten 
was to assign Harry H. Kay o f 
Eld o n as a sn ecial assistan t to 
p ro secu te th e state’s claim. 
Misso u ri’s law p ro v id es th at su ch 
u n claimed mo n ey s as th at im­ 
p o u n d ed in th e in su ran ce cases, 
sh all, u p o n co u rt o rd er, be p aid 
in to th e state esch eat fu n d . An y 
p o licy h o ld er en titled to a refu n d 
mu st make h is claim W’th in two 
y ears after th e mo n ey h as been 
d ep o sited with th e state. Oth er­ 
wise, th e mo n ey go es to th e p u b­ 
lic sch o o l fu n d . 
Th e mo n ey n o w bein g so u gh t 
fo r th e state by Atto rn ey Gen eral 
Dalto n rep resen ts th e u n d istribu t­ 
ed balan ce in

WASHINGTON (JP) — Th e Ag­ 
ricu ltu re Dep artmen t, in a fin al 
rep o rt o f th e y ear, to d ay estimat­ 
ed th is y ear’s go v ern men t-co n - 
tro lled co tto n cro p at 14.603,000 
bales o f 5 00 p o u n d s gro ss weigh t. 
Th e figu re is 18 0.000 bales less 
th an last mo n th ’s fo recast o f 14,- 
8 43.000 bales. It co mp ares with 
13.6 96 .000 p ro d u ced last y ear an d 
12.95 2.000 fo r th e ten -y ear (1944- 
5 3) av erage. It also is far abo v e 
th e go v ern men t’s go al 
o f 
10,- 
000,000 bales. 
Ad d ed to reserv e an d su rp lu s 
su p p lies accu mu lated fro m p ast 
cro p s, th e cro p will co n tribu te to 
sto cks o f reco rd p ro p o rtio n s.

Causes of th e ex tra traffic dan­ 
gers and h igh er tolls are h eavier 
travel and th e festive sp irit of th e 
season, p lus th e usual winter h a­ 
zards of bad weath er,

In an effort to overcome th e ex ­ 
tra h azards of th e season, th e 
Council and 160 coop erating na­ 
tional organizations are engaged 
in a Ch ristmas safety camp aign, 
aimed at creating p ublic aw are­ 


ness of the seaso nal hazards. 
“Ch ristm as traditionally h olds 
a p romise of joy and h ap p iness,” 
said Ned H. D earborn, Council 
p resident. “And it is a national 
disgrace th at a civilized nation

during th e President's convalescen­ 
ce. 
There can be no question of 
the 
sy m p ath y of th e wh ole American 
p eop le for President Eisenh ower in 
h is illness, nor of 
th e 
nation’s 
h eartfelt wish es for h is comp lete 
recovery . Th ese are m atters in 
wh ich p olitics h ave no p lace. Sim­ 
ilarly , m any feel th at h e sh ould 
h ave been relieved of h is duties 
wh ile h e regains h is h ealth , both 
as a m atter of h um an comp assion 
and in th e best interests of th e 
nation at a m ost critical tim e in 
global evens. 
Th e effort in cabinet circles to 
m ake President Eisenh ow er’s job 
easy enough th at h e m ay be p er­ 
suaded to run again is a dangerous 
adventure and one th at strongly 
suggests th e p ersonal am bitions of 
th ose back of it to retain th eir 
h igh p laces at any cost—to th e 
President and to th e re st of us.

Know’’ during war-tim e is all too 
often to ex p ose y ourself to counter­ 
attacks along th e line: “ Don’t y ou 
want to keep y our sons from be­ 
ing killed . . . by inform ation of 
value to th e enem y ?” Just as if 
all governm ent business was 
a 
m atter of m ilitary security . . . . 
Meanwh ile th e basic fact in th e 
life of any democracy remains: No 
voter is any better th an th e a- 
mount of truth —facts —available 
to h im. 
Today , in th e Argentine, a dicta­ 
tor h as been overth rown and th e 


brilliant ligh t of Freedom h as ra- 
turned. 
After y ears of th e h abit of cen­ 
sorsh ip , p eop le are try ing to re­ 
establish th eir righ t to know—th e 
h abit of ex p ecting th e free flow of 
truth . 
New sp ap er editors, long ch ained 
down by th reatened jail sentences, 
confiscation of th eir p ap ers, etc,, 
if th ey disp leased Peron, are now 
try ing to rebuild th e h abit of p rint­ 
ing th e truth , as much of it as h u­ 
m anly p ossible. 
Th is is not easy . 
It is no easier th an it is h ere 
in th e United States to recover 
from th e censorsh ip of our recent 
w ars. 
However, h ere in 
th e 
United 
States, in M issouri, in Mex ico, Mo. 
“ y our righ t to know’” is a fam iliar 
p h rase, a well-understood p h rase, 
a m eaningful p h rase. 
Inch by inch th e p ure ligh t of 
freedom is p ush ing back th e dark 
sh adows of deny ing voters all th e 
facts available. Congressional com 
m ittees are h olding h earings, news­ 
p ap er organizations are sp ending 
real effort to figh t for freedom of 
inform ation, civic clubs are taking 
m ore active interest, th e P resi­ 
dent, h imself, h as issued several 
statem ents on th e im p ortance of 
Freedom of Inform ation — y our 
righ t to konw. 
It will take tim e to win back 
th is basic strength in de m o c ra c y - 
free flowing inform ation for 
th e 
voter. And it is th e kind of battle 
th at is never won but m ust be 
fough t alway s, day -in-and-day -out. 
For like y ou and me, th e elected 
official or governm ent 
emp loy e 
does not like to h ave any real or 
im agined m istake m ade p ublic.— 
Mex ico Ledger.

beau ty , it remains u niqu e in the 
annals of crime. 
Becau se of the new interest in 
this passionate story throu g h a 
CinemaScope motion pictu re “The 
Girl In The Red Velv et Swing .”

Irv in Cobb, g reat au thor-report-

the defendant’s society -leader mo­ 
ther. the mu lti-millionaire defend- 
an thimself, the g host of that fa­ 
mou s architect and 
m an-abou t- 
town Stanford White, who natu r­ 
ally hau nted his own m u rder trial, 
all mere backg rou nd for the in­ 
credible mag ic of Ev ely n Nesbit 
Thaw. 
Rig ht after the m u rder, Harry 
Thaw said. “I did it becau se he 
had ru ined my wife.” This had 
been headlined till ev ery body in 


Was White indeed The Beast 
and Thaw a ju st av eng er of g ood 
American womanhood? Was Ev e­ 
ly n g old-dig g er and v ampire, or 
innocent v ictim? Was Thaw a de­ 
g enerate or a man driv en mad by 
the wrong done an innocent g irl 
he lov ed? “I cou ldn’t stand it any 
long er,” he said, “when I saw 
White sitting there, fat and heal­ 
thy and su ccessfu l and my poor, 
frail little Ev ely n . . . ” 
So for months the cou ntry dis­ 
cu ssed whether poor, frail little 
Ev ely n 
cou ld, 
wou ld 
take 
the 
stand and bare her shame in her 
hu sband’s defense. This g reat con­ 
trov ersy still rag ed when Harry 
Thaw went to the bar, charg ed 
with m u rder in the first deg ree 
carry ing the death penalty . 
Delmas soon 
made 
plain 
his 
Dementia Americana defense, the 
old Unwritten Law, a species of 
insanity which makes a man be­ 
liev e that whoev er stains the v ir­ 
tu e of his wife has forfeited pro­ 
tection of hu m an laws. 
Bu t how 
cou ld this work u nless Ev ely n Nes 
bit Thaw told the 
12 g ood men 
and tru e the story herself? 
So,

“I didn’t want to take

stand,” she said the other day , 
“I didn’t want to tell any story 
to sav e H arry T haw ’s life.

Trav ers Jerome. 
He’d broken strong men on the 
stand. I was scared almost to death 
When I thou g ht of his cross-ex ­ 
amining me, asking me g ll those 
qu estions, I - I cou ldn’t sleep at 
all. Of cou rse my mother-in-law, 
and my sisters-in-law, they only 
cared abou t Harry , not to hav e 
their brother and son, a Thaw, g o 
to the chair. Or be ju dg ed insane. 
They kept at me day and nig ht.” 
Ev ely n had no one. 
Her best 
friend Stanford White, was dead. 
Harry Thaw had killed him. She’d 
seen him do it. Her mother, re­ 
married, was in Pittsbu rg h.

g reat shock of the trial for Ev e­ 
ly n was when Jerom e betray ed 
the notes he was consu lting in 
his v iciou s attack on Ev ely n had 
been sent to him by her mother.

Bu t she went blindly to her 
fate, and no one can tell it as 
well 5 s Irv in Cobb did on the 
day itself, not ev en Ev ely n. 
“Call Mrs. Thaw,” Delmas said. 
She came, a slim, pale little wom­ 
an, white, cold, ou twardly calm, 
she slipped into the big chair and 
nestled there almost like a tired 
child. Her hands dropped into her 
lap. There was something pitiably 
small and weak abou t the g irl 
sitting there ready to cru cify her­ 
self for the sake of her hu sband. 
And Charles Dana Gibson was 
rig ht.

A. No, he was born 
in Cou nty 
Ty rone, Ireland, in 18 06, and came 
to America in 18 26, settling first 
at Kask ask ia, Illinois, w’here he 
tau ght school and practiced law. 
After a distingu ished pu blic ca­ 
reer in Illinois and Minnesota and 
a brilliant w ar record, he came 
to Carrollton, Missou ri, in 18 66, 
where he made his home u ntil his 
death in 18 7 9 . 
2. What public offices did he 
hold before coming to Missouri? 
A. He began his political ca­ 
reer with election in 18 35 to the 
Illinois legislatu re, where he ser­ 
v ed fou r y ears. He was then ap­ 
pointed state au ditor and held 
this office 
u ntil 
he 
became 
a 
ju dge on the Su prem e Cou rt of 
Illinois. In 18 45, he resigned to 
accept appointment as land com­ 
missioner at Washington.

War, 
he 
was appointed gov ernor of O re­ 
gon Territory bu t resigned to ac­ 
cept election to the United Stales 
Senate from Illinois. While in the

The TB Patient Comes Home 
In the old day s when tu bercu ­ 
losis was mentioned y ou probab­ 
ly pictu red a patient wrapped in 
blank ets on the porch of a sana­ 
toriu m in an isolated mou ntain 
setting. Later the pictu re chang­ 
ed, the ty pical TB patient was 
ly ing in bed in a hospital near 
his home. Today , the pictu re is 
changing again. As the resu lt of 
new dru g treatm ent of TB, there 
may be a patient in the hou se 
nex t door to y ou . 
This doesn’t mean that any per­ 
son strick en with tu bercu losis can 
be treated at home. Bu t some pa ­ 
tients are now being allowed to 
continu e treatm ent at home with 
dru gs after a prelim inary period 
of hospitalization. In some areas 
where there is a shortage of hos­ 
pital beds for TB. this practice 
allows more patients to hav e at 
least an initial period of hospital­ 
ization. The decision to let the pa­ 
tient go home will depend on the 
statu s of his disease, on the a t­ 
titu de of the patient, and on his 
home env ironment. 
First of all the disease shou ld 
not be in a contagiou s stage. The 
patient mu st be closely su perv ised 
by his doctor to m ak e certain that 
he is following 
his 
treatm ent 
properly , that the dru gs he is ta k ­ 
ing are not harm ing him, and 
that the germs in his body are not 
becoming resistant to the dru gs. 
Second, he mu st u nderstand his 
disease 
and 
the 
limitations 
it 
places on him. He is “on his ow n’’ 
at home, and mu ^t follow care­ 
fu lly the instru ctions giv en him 
for his own sak e and also for 
the protection of his family . 
The patient’s home env ironment 
mu st be su ch that he is able to 
get the rest, both of body and 
mind, which is su ch an important 
part of his treatm ent. 
In the hospital there are u s­ 
u ally trained 
people 
— 
social 
work ers, psy chologists, v ocational 
adv isers, and teachers — to help 
the patient deal with the social 
and economic problems TB cau s­ 
es. If their serv ices are not av ail­ 
able to him du ring home tre a t­ 
ment, his chances for a su ccessfu l 
retu rn to normal liv ing m ay be 
jeopardized. 
It is too early to tell w hether 
or not home care will be satis­ 
factory for most TB patients. All 
that can be said today is that hos­ 
pital care is to be preferred, par­ 
ticu larly in the initial period of 
treatment, bu t home care can be 
su ccessfu l in selected cases, u nder 
the most fav orable circu mstances. 
Complete home care will be sat­ 
isfactory for few patients.

We can all be thankfu l that Am­ 
erican physicians have the will and 
the opportu nity to pu rsu e an end­ 
less edu cational process.

The attorney gen­ 
eral on October 21 won circuit 
court decrees in 117 other rases 
amounting to S603.000 in undis­ 
tributed premiums due 
policy- 
ho1ders, plus earned interest. 
It is estimated the amount to 
be recovered in the first 117 cas­ 
es, and the 21 new suits, will to­ 
tal more than $900,000. 
Since Dalton became 
attorney 
general in 1953 he has been work­ 
ing on the eases to recover the 
impounded money for the state. 
,T. C. Truman, clerk for the Unit­ 
ed Stages District Court, is custo­ 
dian of the funds. 
The attorney generals first step 
was to assign Harry H. Kay of 
Eldon as a special assistant to 
prosecute the state’s claim. 
Missouri’s law provides that such 
unclaimed moneys a<; that im­ 
pounded in the insurance cases, 
shall, upon court order, be paid 
into the state escheat fund. Any 
policyholder entitled to a refund 
must make his claim wdhin two 
years after the money has been 
deposited with the state.

Pink Bollworm 
Check Points 
Are Suspended 


Report of Operations 
Show 300,000 Vehicles 
Checked at 3 Stations 


All the special check stations 
inaugurated this year as part of 
the program to try and prevent 
the spread of the pink boil worm 
from infested areas into Missouri, 
have been closed for this season, 
and a final report has been issued 
by Julius “Andy” Anderson, state 
entomologist, which shows a sur­ 
prisingly large number of inter­ 
ceptions were made. 
The stations were located at Ar- 
byrd, Neelvville and Holland. The 
Arbyrd station was closed down 
on Nov. 23 and the other two at 
8 p.m. Nov. 30. 
In the final report, Anderson 
reports that 280,039 cars were in­ 
tercepted: 19.412 trucks: 2.180 cot­ 
ton picking crews were examined, 
and 7,939 cotton picking sacks 
checked. There were 4.211 inter­ 
ceptions of cotton; 46.426 bolls of 
cotton. 
All cotton intercepted was burn­ 
ed after examination. 
The figures given are lor all 
throe stations. 
Fifteen different kinds of pests 
all enemies of cotton, were found 
in the check including pink boll- 
worms and a number of the more 
common bolhvorms. 
“There were.” Anderson states, 
“three living pink bolhvorms in­ 
tercepted in cotton taken from 
tourists and several cases con­ 
taining evidence of recent pre­ 
vious pink bollworm 
infestation 
from which the worm had emerg­ 
ed to complete its life cycle else­ 
where.” 
The Anderson report on the op­ 
erations of the three special check 
noints was revealed by 
L. 
C. 
“d e ll” Carpenter, Missouri Com­ 
missioner of Agriculture, who was 
in Sikeston Thursday while on a 
routine trip through 
Southeast 
Missouri conferring with cotton 
producers and farmers. 
“It is simnlv amazing." Car­ 
penter said, “the number of mo­ 
toring tourists who will pick up 
and carry with them cotton bolls 
and stalks as souvenires of their 
visit to cotton raising arras.” The 
commissioner, who is on a routine 
tour of Southeast Missouri, was in 
Sikeston to confer with local cot­ 
ton growers and 
continued 
to 
noint out that the actions of tour­ 
ists in carrying cotton from one 
area to another are really a ser­ 
ious risk because, in some in­ 
stances, they tiick and take wi*i 
them cotton that is infested with 
cotton pests. 
Mr. Carpenter, In commenting 
on the program of oink bollworm 
control instituted this year, de­ 
clared, “Much of the success of 
the program has been due 1o the 
splendid cooperation and under­ 
standing of the local people.” and 
he added, “the people of South­ 
east Missouri have been particu­ 
larly fortunate in their state rep­ 
resentatives 
and 
senators who. 
headed by ,T. S. Wallace of Scott 
County, were successful in 
s e ­ 
curing for this area two outstand­ 
ing programs directly connected 
with cotton production. I refer 
to the special fund for the control 
of the pink bollworm and the se­ 
curing of a full lime entomologist 
and cotton plant 
breeder 
for 
Southeast Missouri.” 
The com­ 
missioner emphasized 
the 
fact 
that it was quite an unusual a- 
chicvement for the area’s repre­ 
sentatives of seven counties out of 
114 in the state to secure such 
important and special considera­ 
tion. 
Mr. Carpenter pointed out that 
the nink bollworm preventative 
orogram had been instituted on a 
two-year basis and, he said, the 
three check points will be re­ 
opened about Aug. 1, 1956. It is 
probable, he said, that unless de­ 
velopments, unforeseen at pres­ 
ent. dictate otherwise, the stations 
will be in operation next year at 
the same locations as this year.

Missouri in 1869, he entered Knox 
College in Illinois, and in 1870 
became a student at the Universi­ 
ty of Missouri where he edited the 
college paper and became known 


for his practical jokes and his 
talent as a singer, speaker, and 
story-teller. lie traveled in Eur­ 
ope in 1872, after receiving an in­ 
heritance from his father’s estate.

A. After his m arriage in 1873 
to Julia Sutherland Comstock, a 
St. Joseph girl, he worked on the 
St. Joseph Gazette as city editor.

Do you know his 
name? 
1. Was he a native Missourian? 
A. No, he was born in County 
Tyrone, Ireland, in 1806, and came 
to America in 1826, settling first 
at Kaskaskia, Illinois, where he 
taught school and practiced law. 
After a distinguished public ca­ 
reer in Illinois and Minnesota and 
a brilliant w ar record, he came 
to Carrollton, Missouri, in 1866, 
where he made his home until his 
death in 1879. 
2. What public offices did he 
hold before coming to Missouri? 
A. He began his political ca­ 
reer with election in 1835 to the 
Illinois legislature, where he ser­ 
ved four years. He was then ap­ 
pointed 
state 
auditor and 
held 
this office until he 
became 
a 
judge on the Supreme Court of 
Illinois. In 1845, he resigned to 
accept appointment as land com­ 
missioner at Washington. 
After 
the 
Mexican 
War, 
he 
was appointed governor of Ore­ 
gon Territory but resigned to ac­ 
cept election to the United Stales 
Senate from Illinois. While in the 
Senate from 1849 to 1855, he fa­ 
vored land grants for veterans, 
for building railroads, and 
for 
founding agricultural colleges. 
He settled in Minnesota T erri­ 
tory after the expiration of his 
senatorial term, served in the le­ 
gislature there, and, when M inne­ 
sota became a state, was elected 
again to the United States Sen­ 
ate in 1858. 
3. What brought him fame as 
a soldier? 
A. He fought in the Seminole 
Indian War, where he was w ound­ 
ed and displayed bravery. At the 
outbreak of the Mexican War, he 
w as commissioned brigadier-gen­ 
eral of Illinois volunteers. Ser­ 
iously wounded at the Battle of 
Cerro Gordo, he was brevetted a 
m ajor-general and cited for his 
brave conduct. Afetr his horse had 
been shot from under him at Cha- 
pultepec, he fought on foot, ad­ 
vancing with his troops into the 
City of Mexico to unfurl the first 
American flag. This battle is com 
memorated in a remarkable paint­ 
ing which hangs in the national 
capitol. 
At the beginning of the Civil 
War, he was commissioned a bri­ 
gadier-general and again won rec­ 
ognition. 
4. What was his political ca­ 
reer in Washington? 
A. Elected to the Missouri le­ 
gislature in 1874, he worked for 
the creation of a state railroad 
commission. In 1879, he was cho­ 
sen for the third time from a third 
state as United Stales Senator, 
representing Missouri in the Se­ 
nate from January 27 to March 
3 of that year. 
5. How has hit memory been 
honored? 
A. In 
Carrollton, 
two 
m onu­ 
ments have been erected. 
His 
grave was marked in 1910 by a 
m onument provided by the auth­ 
ority of Congress.

Discovery: 


The TB Patient Comes Home 
In the old days when tubercu­ 
losis was mentioned you probab­ 
ly pictured a patient wrapped in 
blankets on the porch of a sana­ 
torium in an isolated mountain 
setting. Later the picture chang­ 
ed, the typical TB patient was 
lying in bed in a hospital near 
his home. Today, the picture is 
changing again. As the result of 
new drug treatm ent of TB, there 
may be a patient in the house 
next door to you. 
This doesn’t mean that any p e r­ 
son stricken with tuberculosis can 
be treated at home. But some p a ­ 
tients are now being allowed to 
continue treatment at home with 
drugs after a prelim inary period 
of hospitalization. In some areas 
where there is a shortage of hos­ 
pital beds for TB. this practice 
allows more patients to have at 
least an initial period of hospital­ 
ization. The decision to let the p a ­ 
tient go home will depend on the 
status of his disease, on the a t­ 
titude of the patient, and on his 
home environment. 
First of all the disease should 
not be in a contagious stage. The 
patient must be closely supervised 
by his doctor to make certain that 
he is following 
his 
treatm ent 
properly, that the drugs he is ta k ­ 
ing are not harming him, and 
that the germs in his body are not 
becoming resistant to the drugs. 
Second, he must understand his 
disease 
and 
the 
limitations 
it 
places on him. He is "on his own" 
at home, and mu<=t follow care­ 
fully the instructions given him 
for his own sake and also for 
the protection of his family. 
The patient’s home environment 
must be such that he is able to 
get the rest, both of body and 
mind, which is such an important 
part of his treatment. 
In the hospital there are us­ 
ually 
trained 
people 
— 
social 
workers, psychologists, vocational 
advisers, and teachers — to help 
the patient deal with the social 
and economic problems TB caus­ 
es. If their services are not avail­ 
able to him during home tre a t­ 
ment, his chances for a successful 
return to normal living may be 
jeopardized. 
It is too early to tell w hether 
or not home care will be satis­ 
factory for most TB patients. All 
that can be said today is that hos­ 
pital care is to be preferred, p a r­ 
ticularly in the initial period of 
treatment, but home care c;;n be 
successful in selected cases, under 
the most favorable circumstances. 
Complete home care will be sat­ 
isfactory for few patients.
